There are some peculiar

and pity him. Hope he will 
yet see his grave mistake. 

The cases of V. W. Ken- 
nedy and J. W. Buckalew 
ought to be a solemn warn- 
ing to every minister. It 
seems -that V. W. Kennedy is 
gone entirely, while brother 
Buckalew is apparently do- 
ing his best to straighten up 
and come back. A few peo- 
ple may become self-willed 
or dissatisfied and drop out, 
but the Church will go right 
on without them. 

The Church never has 
been so prosperous, and the 
advancement so promising as 
now. Some of those we 
considered our best preach- 
ers have dropped out, but 
the work moves on and God 
has so wonderfully filled the 
vacancies until they are 
scarcely missed. It will be 
the same way with every 
one that becomes obstinate 
and rebellious and refuses to 
comply with the rules and 
doctrine as outlined by the 
Assembly. 

No doubt some thought 
that those in charge of the 
cases of V. W. Kennedy and 
J. W. Buckalew did wrong, 
but to such as these we say 
kindly, they only did their 
duty, and it will be best for 
you ro disabuse your minds 
of any further thoughts of 
criticisms and be proud that 
you belong to the Church 
whose officers, acting under 
God, will do their duty with- 
out partiality. 

There are three special les- 
sons that it would be well for 
our people to learn right now 
and never forget them. The 
first is outlined at | Peter 
15:1-10. This lesson should 
be read often and every 
word of it applied and ad- 
hered to until we will all 
stay in our own places and 
not be too hasty in passing 
judgment on others. The 
elders are not to exercise 
lordship over those under 
them, but at the same time 
the younger are to submit to 
the elder and all be so clothed 
with humility that they can- 
be subject to one another in 
the proper manner according 
to the position occupied. 

Satan is after every one of 


us and without the proper 
humility and submission, each 
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one in his place, we may fail 
to have the needed grace at 
the time the enemy makes a 
special charge and we be 
overcome. In these days of 
hatred, envy and strife, the 
greatest care should be taken 
lest any of us become tinged 
with the hellish influences 
that are at work with such 
persistence in the world to- 
day. 

The second lesson 1s out- 
lined at 1 Tim. 5:17-22. In 
the Church of God there are 
elders that rule, but they are 
to rule well and of course 
they are not to exercise lord- 
ship so as to conflict with the 
lesson outlined above. But 
this lesson shows that there 
are elders that rule, and 
those that rule well are to be 
counted worthy of double 
honor. If there are those 
that do not rule well they are 
to receive some honor or as 
we might term it, single hon- 
or, because those that rule 
well are worthy of double 
honor. 


Then when an elder 1s 
accused, those who are over 
him in the Lord and occupy 
the Lord and occupy ‘the 
same position as did Timothy, 
are not to receive such an ac- 
cusation except before (under 
margin) two or three wit- 
nesses. We look upon our 
State overseers as occupying 
the Timothy position. Then 
he is charged to deal with of- 
fenders without partiality. 


All of this lesson proves 
that there are ministers and 
then over these ministers are 
others that watch over them 
to keep them straight, or rath- 
er to deal with them if they 
become disorderly. It also 
shows another office still over 
the one that is to receive not 
an- accusation against an 
elder. This other officer oc- 





cupies a position that gives 
him such preeminence that 
he is expected at times to 
give instructions and advices 
to the others and watch over 
them. Thus we have the 
regular ministers and the 
state overseers and the gen- 
eral overseer. In this we 
are surely following the Bible 
order. 

The third lesson to which 
we refer is outlined at Heb. 





13:7, 17. There has hereto- 
fore been such a strong spirit 
of anarchism or individual 
liberty existing in many 


‘settled down apparently, to 


places that it is not a little 
humiliating to some to submit 
to others and thus obey these 
Scriptures. But many are 
reading from Peter and Jude 
about where people are 
placed that “despise govern- 
ment,” so they are trying to 
educate themselves up to a 
willing and loyal submission. 
Thus the Church is gradually 
approaching apostolic order. 

The time has been when 
people could act as they 
pleased, teach what ever 
they wanted to and hold 
themselves in fair reputation, 
but this is past with the min- 
isters of the Church of God. 
They can preach and act as 
they please so long as they 
please to act and preach 
right, but when they go 
wrong they will be looked 
after pretty soon. This is 
not lording 1t over God’s her- 
itage, but as watches for their 
souls as they that must give 
account. 


When it was discovered 
that the above named breth- 
ren were making the fatal 
mistake , they were both 
asked kindly to make concili- 
ation and reparation which 
they both refused to do. 
This led to other steps of in- 
vestigation and all the while 
the watchers for their souls 
were prayerful and anxious 
that some turn would be 
made before the time came 
for final disfellowship.
